Dredging has been resumed dur- 
ing the past few weeks a the port 
of Macao, It is now many years 
Since the work has been proceeding, 
fand for some time it was necessary 
to temporarily stop all reclamation 

low the first deposits in 
the reclaimed lands to harden, Some 
parts of these reclamations, where 
the materials used were dry earth 
of the most part, already are being 
tut mang extensive 
tracts of land, especially 
facing the outer port, have been 
made of mud dredged from the 
harbour bed. These latter areas 
have now sufficiently settled, and 
work hax been recommenced’ with 
the filling in of the extensive tra t 
‘of land immediately facing ~ the 
‘anchorages of the new port. This 
Second process consists of raising 
the level of the previous reclama- 
tions by several feet, and work is 
proceedingly day and night. Mud 
from the old channel leading to 
Macao's Inner Port has been used 
for this work, to effect which two 
dredgers are in use, one, of the 
bucket type, loading the’ silt into 
barges and another, of the propul- 
sion type, pumping the mud on to 
the areas to be raised. The bucket 
dredger secures mud from various 
other parts of the channel leading 
to. Macao and also from the 
rondstead. 

Many weeks will elapse before

Thi 
was the done with the expectation 
that he would find a way to streng- 
then Soviet influence in the province 
and would establish more friendly 
relations between Russia and China, 
In the recent conference, it i un- 
derstood, Melnikof? was ' informed 
that the transaction of a trade 
agreement under the present condi- 
tions only could be of problematic 
value to China, The monopolize 
tion of foreign trade by Soviet 
state institutions renders trade 
relations with Russia of a com 
plicated ature, and any clause 
specifying favoured treatment of 
Chinese nationals in Soviet _ter- 
itory would benefit them but little, 
considering the limitations imposed 
by the Inws of that country on the 
aetivity of private capital.

Sir Sidney Barton, recently Con- 
sul-General in Shanghai, and now 
appointed British Minister to Abys- 
sinia, was last month the chief guast 
at the quarterly luncheon of the 
Shefficld Chamber of Commeree, 
Sir Sidney said that in China they 
were trading in a country not only;

The price for local dollars 
keeps persistently under cost of 
production.

‘That this 
tter state of affairs is prevaient 
at Shanghai is evidenced by the 
fact that there is persistant in- 
‘quiry for silver supplies at a price 
of “11135 Shanghai taels for 
100 Canton tacls weight, with 
sellers holding back, waiting for 
‘higher prices still.’ ‘The official 
uotation is 111 Shanghai taels: 
for bar silver, 0.999 fine. The ex 
planation is to be found in the fact 
that silver dollars are being sold 
for forward delivery at 72.50, in 
‘anticipation of requirements in'con- 
ection with the impending cocoon 
‘crop. With this one exception silver 
dollars are dealt in at Shanghai for 
ready delivery only. But before the 
silk cocoon season sets in an 
exception is made, for at that 
period one ean buy and sell for 
delivery 6 to 8 weeks hence.
